WHEREAS, Little Pony Eagle was discharged in 1945; he
attended Shurtleff College and received his degree in
engineering; he retired as an engineer from McDonnell Douglas,
where in the 1960s he worked on the Gemini Project; he was a
Shriner and a 32nd Degree Mason with the Piasa Masonic Lodge
